The arrival of six police prevented a serious 
ending toa fight on tne steamer Puritan at 
her duck, near the Dearborn street bridge, 
yesterday afternoon. Great excitement pre- 
vailed among the 350 passengers aboard and 
almost a pan‘c eusued. A crowd of negroes 
and wh:te men, under the influence of liquor 
and decidediy noisy, had made trouble ali the 
way from St. Joe, M.ch., which point the 
steamer had left at 11 o'clock, arriving at 
Chicago at 4 o’clock. 

To prevent accident on account of the 
large number aboard Capt. Peter McGyggan 
gave orders to his men to detain the passen- 
gers upon the upper deck until a gang plank 
had been placed. Ed Bordan, a waiter, was 
stationed at the head of the stairs to 
prevent the passengers coming down, 
The noisy crowd that had 
seated in the bow appeared anxious to go 
ashore and attempted to descend the stairs. 
Bordan stood in their way, and although 
threatened with assault refused to move. 
Bert Patterson, a big negro who had been 
more noisy thun the rest, seized the waiter by 
the shoulders and threw him down. He fell 
to the foot of the stairs, his head struck u pro- 
jection, and he was rendered unconscious. 
William Rovinson, the steward, and Robert 
Church, the clerk, hastened to quiet the dis- 
turbance and were also assaulted,

Without'detracting from the large and val- 
uable work accomplished by the body which 
adjourned yesterday it is the general opinion 
of all who have watched its course that its 
further continuance would neither be wise nor 
useful. Symptoms of a gratting element 
in the body were beginning to appear, and 
while real estate owners were indicted with 
avidity there seemed to be a desire on 
the part of some of the members to 
let the gamblers down easily. The votes 
for the bills against the gamblefs were by no 


means nnanimous. Juror D. Gannon, it is. 
said, was the principal,ebstructionist, and

Before adjournment a vote was taken, by 
which it was agreed that the indictments 
against certain of the gamblers should be 
considered as first offenses. Of course this 
will have no effect in court. The records will 
speak there, and it remains for the State’s- 
Attorney to enforce the imprisonment clause 
of the statute in cases of a second conviction, 
and the penitentiary ¢lause in the cases of a 
third convicuon.

Abrams and 
Overfield were incidentally included. City 
Marshal Burns was the complainant. The 
warrant was given to Constable J. J. Smith 
for service, But McDanicls was not in town. 
He had gone to Topeka under the espionage 
of J. J. Kinney, special agent of the Sante Fé 
road.; A day or so later the Topeka Chief of 
Police received a dispatch asking him to ar- 
rest Walter McDaniels, wanted in Memphis, 

The dispatch was signed J. B. 
Sheriff. The name of 
of Scotland County is 
Salmg. J. B. Smoot is a member of the firm 
of Smoot, Mudd & Wagner, attorneys for 
robbers Overfield and Abrams. The police of 
Topeka declined to arrest McDaniels on such 
information. Last night Special Agent Kin- 
ney and McDaniels arrived in Memphis, hav- 
ing heard McDaniels was wanted here. The 
conspiracy warrant was served in the Kinney 
Hotei and the spy was made a prisoner. Bail 
was fixed by Justice Sanders at $1.500. 

Nobody in Scotland County seemed anxious 
to sign a boud for the man, and there was a 
general desire he should goto jail and stay 
there. But Sheriff Saling dissappointed the 
popular thirst by keeping the man under 
guard at the hotel all night. Early this morn- 
ing MeDaniels’ respectabie father, who re- 
fused at first to have anything to do with the 
case at all, consented tosign the bond, and 
so McDaniels is free. He must appear for 
trial before Justice Sanders Oct. 8.

No such sympathy, however, is expressed 
for the gigantic Overfield.

He’d never 
have come into this court-room. Do you 
know what he wanted to do? He wanted to 
blow up that train with dynamite; wanted to 
kill 200 people’ just to get a few thousand 
dollars. The only reason he didn’t do it was 
because he was afraid dynamite would make 
such a muss of the express car he couldn't 
dig out any money. ! 

Scotland County’s public opinion is to 
effect, however, that both Abrams and Over- 
field were harmless and misguided, and it is 
held Sheriff Saling should have staved off the 
robbers and held back the Santa F detect- 
ives. The Gorin incident has begun already 
to cut a great figure in county politics, 
and perhaps the best expression of the 
sentiment of that portion of the population 
that is after McDaniels and blames Sheriff 
Saling is made by President J. W. Barnes of 
the Scotland County Bank.

SEVEN DROWNED AT QHASKA, MINN.

While the fight was in progress on the deck 
there was the wildest excitement among the 
passengers above. Some hastened down the 
stairs and fled from the boat, while others 
feared to pass by the men and remained on 
deck. Only a few of the passengers at- 
tempted to help the crew in quieting the 
crowd of drunken men. Nearly all aboard 
were either women or children. 

The rioters, it is said, all live at St. Joe and 
Benton Harbor and are employed, most of 
them, along the docks and in the lumber 
yards there. According to Capt. McGyggan 
this was not the firet time they have caused 
trouble and all have bad reputations across 
the lake.

Important Decision Regarding Methods in 
Liquidation of Duties. 

Bosrox, Mars., Sept. 29.—An important de- 
cision affecting millions of dollars’ worth of 
claims against the United States Government 
was rendered today by Judge Colt of the 
United States Circuit Court.

Sensation at the Sherman House, 


The announcement that J. Irving Pearce, 
proprietor of the Sherman House, had been 
indicted by the grand jury as an owner of 
gambling premises created quite a sensation 
about the hotel. The charge was denied with 
some forcibie expression by John Pearce, in 
the absence of his father, who is in Spring- 
field as one of the managers of the State Fair. 
„Father is indicted as the owner of No. 56 
Clark street. said Mr. Pearce Jr. The 
room is in the Sherman House Building, and 
is occupied by Owen & Co. as a broker's of- 
fice. Mr. Owen rents from the Sherman es- 
tate. The lease of the hotel does not 
include the store-rooms, For years we 
have been abused and reflections cast upon us 
for permitting the dive in the basement. 
We have protested time and again to the 
agents of the estate against the use to which 
some of the rooms in the building have been 
put, Last summer the insistence of my 
father to keep Owen & Co, from having an 
open door into the corridor of the hotel led 
to a free fight in the office one day between 
our office force and Owén’s force and cross 
suits in a Justice court. We have not and 
never did have anything to do with any por- 
tion of this building outside of the hotel.“

GENERAL NEWS FROM THE CAPITAL. 


Reimported Domestic Spirits Must Pay the 
New Revenvce Tax. 

Wasurnotow, D. C., Sept. 29.—Secretary Car- 
lisle today rendered a decision on the question of 
the proper duty to be assessed upon reimported 
domestic spirits. The Secretary bolds that such 
spirits, withdrawn from bond after the date upon 
which the new tariff act went into effect, are sub- 
ject to a duty equal to the internal revenue 
tax imposed by that act—namely: 61.10 
per galion. The contention of the importers was 
that the duty to be assessed should equal the 
rate of internal revenue taz in force at the date 
of reimportation, which; in this particular case, 
was 90 cents per gallon. It is learned this deci- 
sion wili affect large quantities of spirits which 
were exported just prior to the expiration of the 
three-year bonded period and subsequently im- 
ported in order to take advantage of the addi- 
| bonded period permitted by the law.

AROTIO OLIMATE WAS ONOE WARM 


Lord Kelvin’s Theory Cancerning the 


Changes It Has Experienced, 

The reissue of Lord Kelvin’s addresses on 
geology and genera! puysics revives a discus- 
sion as to the probabie cause of the wari cii- 
mate once experienced in the Arctic regions. 
That such a warm climate did prevail at one 
fime in those regions is beyond doubt; for 
not only are remaths of forest trees found 
within 15° of the North Pole, with every evi- 
cence of their having grown there, but the 
return of the Arctic expedition in 1875 
brought home proofs of a very warm climate, 
probably as warm as in the tropics, within 9° 
of the North Pole. The explanation of this 
condition which Lord Kelvin suggests is this: 

The Arctic Ocean is a land-locked sea, and 
the effect of the surrounding coasts is to hem 
the ice in and prevent tree uceanic circula- 
tion, while the land itself serves to receive 
and accumulate snow wherewith to load the 
neighboring sea with a thin layer of surface 
ice. But if the land was lowered 2,000 feet 
the sea would be open, but for a few isiands, 
and the water deep enough for plenty of 
warm currents to flow in sufficient to clear the 
ice away and keep it clear. Even now the 
ice seems to be only five feet thick, evidently 
melting away underneath, 

Having regard to ail the defenses—the hea 
capacity of moist air, the formation of dew, 
and such like—it is suggested that the sume 
conditions as protec: a. large contiacent in 
temperate zones from destructive cold durin 
a summer night would prevent even so muc 
as hear frost on a small island at the very 
pole during its who.e winter’s six months 
night, if it were surrounded by a deep ocean 
with no land to obstruct free cireuiation be- 
tween it and tropical seas. In Lord Keivin's 
judgment giactation is primarily due to ele- 
vation, and changes in ciimate principally 
caused by variations of e.e vation. 

The theory that a shift in tne earth’s axis is 
responsible for such climatic changes finds 
no iavor with Lord Keivin, who deciares that 
there is no evidence, either geological or 
astronomical, of any considerab.e shitting of 
the of the Poles. As to the warmer 
temperature at one time prevaient ali over 
the earth ine simple-t, and in every way the 
most probable, hypothesis is a warmer sun.

OHIOAGO ORUROHES WILL FIGHT 
WASH HESING’S SUNDAY PARADE 


Several Clergymen Are to Preach on the 
Subject Today—Resolutions Sent to All 
Pastors for Adoption by Their Congre- 
Katlon The Sunday Observance League 


Will Carry the War Up te Postmaster- 


General BisselieLetter from Organizers 
of the Revolt. 

It the plans of the International Sunday 
Observance League do not miscarry few 
patrons of the Chicago Postoffice will reseive 
more letters tomorrow than will Postmaster 
Hesing himself. The carriers are earnest in 
their protest against the parade ordered for 
Sunday next, Oct. 7. They have asked the 
Sunday Observance League to help them out, 
and a plan looking to this has been adopted. 
In the office of T. H. Gault, attorney for the 
league and for the Civic Federation, the fol- 
lowing resolutions were drafted yesterday 


afternoon: 

Wuereas, We bear that Washington Hes 
Postmaster of Chicago, has ordered the em loyés 
of the Chicago postal service to parade the 
streets of Chicago, 9 with brass band 
music, and line of march extending about four 
miles; therefore 

Re-olved, That we, as citizens of this govern- 
mentas well as Christians, denounce such ac- 
tion of Postmaster Hesing in taking from our 

tal employés their lawful day of rest, Sunday.

Mailed to the Pastors. 


Copies of the foregoing resolution were 
mailed to the pastor of every Protestant and 
Catholic church in Chicago with a request 
that each congregation adopt the same, or 
something similar in sentiment, and mail it 
to Postmaster Hesing Monday morning. 

It is thought if the Catholic Church, of 
which the Postmaster is a member, falls into 
line it will have a particularly convincing 
effect. In addition to the adoption of the 
resolution it is expected that there will be sev. 
eral pulpit utterances upon the subject. 
Early in the afternoon it was announced that 
Bishop Fallows of the Reformed Episcopal 
Church would take the action of Postmaster 
Hesing for his morning text, and others who 
do rot devote their entire sermon to the sub- 
ject are expected to make reference to it. 

The carriers, however, are not depending 
upon the Sunday Observance League exciu- 
sively. They are periecting an organization 
among themselves. Mr. Gault received from 
one of the organizers the following letter: 

I have talked with many carriers and they are 
all opposed to the parade, with one exception, 
and he would prefer not, but is indifferent. All 
the others, including church members, do not 
deem it wise to accept Mr. Hesing's offer. Why? 
You know. Gettine excused as individuals by 
cailing on Mr. Hesing personally or in any other 
way is not what they waat. They will 
stand or fall together. The thing desired 
is no parade and time is too short to properly or- 
ganize to resist it. They rejoice in the public's 
efforts and che agitation now on, trusting that it 
will end all Sunday postoffice work in time. As 
the carriers themselves cannot agree to act now 
effectively, owing to the limited time to see all 
and arrange, they think there isa pian of work 
to be laid out and carried on in the future that 
shall enter their protest effectively and prevent 
the repetition of this affair on the Sabbath. 
There are more Christian men discovered on the 
force than I had any idea of. They are four or 
five to one. It is ho your association may get 
these facts before the people and churches to- 
morrow through the press or otherwise. For 
what you have done and will do you have the 
hearty thanks ot many, indeed nearly all, car- 
riers. 

Petition for the Carriers to Sign. 


The organizers sent word that they would 
call on Attorney Gault during the afternoon 
and requested that some definite plan for or- 
ganization be then submitted ¢o them. When 
they did call they were presented with copies 
of the following form of petition: 

To the Hon. Washington C. Hesinge, Post- 
master, Chicago, III.: We, the undersigned, 
employés in the Postoffice Department, Chicago, 
III., respectfully petition you as Postmaster to 
reconsider the order heretofore issued relating to 
a parade through the streets of Chicago, Sunday, 
the 7th October. prox., and for reasons suggest:

In the other big houses, however, where big 
play is encouragod and where the games are 
patronized by semi-professionals, rich young 
bloods, racehorse men, and the conventional 
„heavy stock-dealer,’’ who comes into the 
city to be skinned at regular intervals after 
disposing of many carloads of cattle, it has 
become absolutely necessary, in order to 
make both ends meet and to leave a profit to 
the gamblers who run the establishment, to 
„help the game.“ To accomplish this they 
must resort and have resorted to brace” 
faro, as the class of patrons to whom they 
cater are not sufficiently unsophisticated to 
take any chances on the side games. 

How Faroe Is Played. 

Faro, uprightly played, is about the fairest 

me invented in the way of long cards. 

very card must win or lose, except two, 
known as the soda and the hock cards, which 
figure neither way. The equipment for faro 
consists of a table on which is placed the lay- 
out or spread, consisting ofa board about a 
yard long, on which are placed one full suit 
of cards, laid out in the manner indicated in 
the diagram accompanying this article. The 
dealer is equipped with a German silver box. 
about size of the ordinary sardine 
box of commerce,  oniy, perhaps, 
a little . higher and generally more 
elaborately and expensively made. 
top of this Box is open, as is one side of it. 
There are two bottoms to the box, the inner 
one of which, or the plate, ie forced upward 
by springs. The dealer takes the deck of 
cards, shuffles them, presses down the plate of 
the bot and places the deck on top of it, face 
upward, thus exposing through open top 
of the box, or the door,“ as it is technically 
known, the face of the card on top of the 
deck, which is in full view of the players. 
These cards are inserted through the open 
side of the box. On other side 
of the bux, under the rim, which forms the 
frame for the door, is a slit just wide 
enough to permit che paseage of a single card 
at a time. With the cards thus adjusted the 
dealer is ready, and the player places his bet. 
Every other card in the game wins or Icses, 
but the first or soda card of course counts for 
nothing. The dealer slips that card from the 
top and plates it six inches from the box and 
im mediately slips out the card following it and 
which had been previously covered and places 
it alongside the box. That card loses, while 
the one which remains on top is a winner. 

In placing his bet the player makes up his 
mind that the first king, or any other card se- 
lected, will show to win or lose and places his 
chips on the corresponding card on the 
spread. If he thinks the card in his mind 
will show a winner he plays it open; if he 
thinks it will lose he places a small black but- 
ton on top of his chips, thus doing what is 


called coppering his bet.“ The removal of

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Avoiding technicalities as far as possible 
Tun Tamer undertakes a complete expos- 
ure of the methods and devices used for the 
holy purpose, as the gamblers consider it, of 
“skinning a sucker.“ The first and original 
method employed in cheating at faro, without 
any devices,*is the system of shuffling 
up. Most men who buck the tiger 
are system players. They torture their 
minds by day and waste their frames 
at night figuring out campa gns and plans by 
which they can beat the bank. Some men 
pray double out” ; others play single out.“ 

layers who want quick action play what is 
known as reverse tops. These are the most 
popular and common systems in vogue among 
players. Of course there are a hundred other 
systems. The man who ** doubles out plays 
the cards to follew each other. Ifthe king 
wins he plays his majesty to double his coin 
again. If the king loses he tries to bring mis- 
fortune to the same card again by coppering 
his bet, or, in other words, he plays each car 
to repeat its previous performance or action. 
The single-outer plays the card to reverse 
its previous action. If the king shows a win- 
ner he plays it to lose next time. The 
‘* reverse-top player usually begins action 
after the first turn is made. This system is 
very rapid but also dangerous, because it 
gives to the banker the full benefit of the per- 
centages of the game. By this system the 
player plays the cards to reverse. If the 
seven spot should lose on the first turn and 
the king win, for the next appearance he will 
play the king to lose and the seven to win. 
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and under seven system. After the shuffle 
and butt- in be places the cards in the box. 
It a king or any card over seven shows in the 
door of the box the dealer at once knows the 
card following it, which would bea losing 
card, is under seven, while the card following 
that. or the winning card, will be of a denom- 
ination over seven. The dealer carefu:ly scans 
the spread and sizes. up the swell“ or heavi- 
est bet thereon. The man who has that piaced 
on the spread is the dealer’s prey. If the 
„Swell“ bet is placed to lose on a card of a 
denomination under seven. the dealer 
springs the old thmg or pulls two on 
the first turn and reverses the entire order of 
the position of the cards in the box, thereby 
making ail cards under seven sure winners 
and those above dead losers. If the player 
shifts and the swell bet gets on the other 
side the dealer pulls two again and once 
more the order af the cards is reversed. By 
this system every one of the filty-two cards, 
save the four sevens or naturals, are eine 

by the bank,“ and a Vanderbilt could lose his 
entire fortune in one night if de bucked the 
system hard enough. The same results are 
obtained by the other systems described. 

Must Have an Accomplice. 

Of course in dealing this kind of fare the 
man who keeps the cases must be an uccom- 
plice of the banker, As soon after pulling 
two cards as possible the dealer manages by 
marks of his owu or by quick sight to learn 
the identity of the card pulled out illegiti- 
mately.

He is equal to the oc- 
casion, and if sufficiently expert at shuffing 
the cards can help his game by shuffling up 
against the system.

But for real, genuine “skinning of the 
sucker ”’ the oldest aad strongest method ever 
known is what is called pulling two.“ or 
the old thing.“ For this system of brace the 
dealer must have 4 box called a two box, 
made especially for the purpose, There are 
various kinds of two boxes, and great im- 
provements have been made in their con- 
struction inthe last two years. The old style 
of box was constructed with a double front 
piece. By placing one finger in the open side 
of the box and pressing a lever the 
dealer can cause the rim of the box 
to raise half the thickness of a card, 
and at the same time cause the 
inside front piate of the box to drop half the 
thickness of a card, thus making an opening 
sufficiently large to admit the passage of two 
cards. The improved box, called the top 
lever box, with which the same results may 
be obtained, is operated by simply pressing 
the top of the rim surrounding the door of the 
box. This box is also constructed with a 
spring bottom, so thatif it is lifted off the 
table at the request of any player, who might 
be suspicious, it locks automatically and can- 
not be used as a crooked box again untii un- 
locked by the dealer. 

The Spindle Box. 


The latest improved.instrument in this line, 
however, is the spindle box, which is worked 
by a spindle from the bottom of the box. The 
dealer has control of tnis spindle in a variety 
of ways from the shuffling board by pressing 
on a concealed button connected with the 
spindle. A necessity arose for the invention 
of this kind of bux because pluyers grew sus- 
picious of faro dealers who rested their hands 
on the box or touched anything on or about it 
except the cards, which they shove out 
through the slit. Like the other box this 
latest contrivance admits of a two-card pull, 
and it is also a seif-locker. This kind of ap.

back in the box. 

There is one bad feature for the brace oper- 
ator in dealing this kind of faro, and that is 
encountered in his efforts to make the. cards 
lie alternately in the box. It is difficult to 
shuffle cards so as to make them lie in such a 
position, but the easiest method to master for 
this end is the butting in process. Once 
in a while a gambler hears of some man who 
can “riffle” tnem in alternately. The riffling

How the Incubator Beats the Hen. 


His argument is to the effect that the ordi- 
nary hen sits on thirteen eggs and does mighty 
well if she produces nine or ten chickens. 
The sma lest machine tikes twelve dozen 
eggs, and if handled rightly is almost certain 
to Batch 99 per cent. This machine costs $25 
and can be put in the cellar, the barn, or any 
out of tke way corner, and needs little utten- 
tion.

W. Axford, it isan easy matter to ascertain 
in two days whether the egg will produce a 
bird or not. 

The way to make the test is to stand in a 
dark room with a hole in it the size of an egg. 
50 as to get the egg between you and the 
lignt. Sunshine, of course, is the best light to 
have because it enables one to see right 
through the egg without a particle of diffi- 
culty. If upon second or third 
day the egg is clear, or neurly so, 
it may be rejected as not fertile. 
It it is dark in the center, shading off towards 
the ends with small lines running out in every 
direction, this indicates fertility. It may be 
interesting to know that the rejected eggs of 
only two days’ standing can be used for cook- 
ing purposes or boiled hard and fed to young 
chickens. 

Mr. Axford, who claims nineteen yeara’ ex- 
perience, says the incubator needed most 
everyday poultrymen and farmers is a roun 
contrivance, heated bya coal-oil burner, so 
safe and simple that it readily carries insur- 
ance.

get their farms; then procure an incubator 
and twelve dozen ; stick a lighted match 
to the lamp wick let it go. In three weeks 
they will each have an interesting brood of 
young chicks. While feeding them up to the 
point of being hustlers for themselves the 
machines can be turning out another 
batch, less well provided with the best of 
houses it is not advisable to run late and have 
a lot of young ones on hand in cold weather. 
The cost of startmg depends upon whether 
you buy your farms or rent them. Small in- 
cubators cost all the way from $25 to $60, 
the latter price securing a machine that holds 
thirty-two dozen eggs. Of course, with the 
tariff taken off, ought to be cheap. As 
the beginner wou ve to buy the first two 
or thrve settings, they might call for an out- 
lay of $1.20 for twelve dozen. 


MAOHINE THAT MAKES OOAL FLY. 


It Makes Quick Time in the Loading of 
Lake Craft. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 27.— [Special Cor- 
respondence. |—The great problem of handhng 
the immense mass of coal which is shipped 
up the lakes every season from Lake Erie 
ports in the quickest possible manner is ap- 
parently solved. For years the coal shippers 
have striven to discover a device by which the 
coal cuuld be loaded more rapidly than by 
hand and yet without injury to the vessels or 
the coal. As the shipments from the coal 
fields of Ohio, West Virginia, and Western 
Pennsylvania average 3,000,000 tons anna- 
ally this was a matter of the first importance, 
both in reducing the cost and increasing the 
speed of handling. Chutes were tried and 
found to be worthless, because of the injury 
to the coal. The Big Four railroad alone in 
this city sunk $65,000 in this experiment. 
After othér experiments had been made the 
matter seemed to settle down to the use of 
derricks handling buckets of ‘five tons capac- 
ity. These buckets had to be filled by hand, 
and a large gang of men was required to 
level the coal in the hold of the vessel. By 
this plan it was impossible to load the largest 
lake vessels in leas than from two to four 
days. This delay added just that much to 
the cost of the fuel which the cities of the 
Northwest had to depend on. 

An inyention is now in successful operation 
at the port of Ashtabula which does away 
with all this, and enables eoal to be loaded as 
rapidly as iron ore, It is a comparatively 
simple contrivance. By it an entire carload 
is dumped into the hold of the vessel at once 
without injury, it is claimed, to the coal. It 
already bas made a record of fifteen cars an 
hour, or 345 tons. and a 3,000-ton steamer 
can be loaded in from eight to twelve hours. 
This is a clear saving of from one day and a 
half to three days in securing a cargo, and 
means a great difference in the earning capac-

Method of Constructing Ratiroads, 

A correspondent for Taz Tammo went 
over the new line of the Burlington a few 
weeks ago. At that time the road had deen 
completed to within twenty-s'x miles of Hunt- 
ley, and construction was going on at the rate 
of a mile and half a day. The modern way 
of building a railroad is an n op- 
eration. First of all the grading is done 
Gangs of men are put on the varieus section:, 
the number of workmen varying with the 
amount of work to be done. Hundreds of 
scrapers follow the line laid out by the engi- 
neers, making cuts and fills as is found neces- 
sary and leveling up for the construction train 
which is to follow. When the grading has 
reached a state which permits of track laying 
to begin, the construction train starts out. 
First ia the train is the pioneer car with ite 
complement of boits and fish plates and 
spikes. Next after this follow flat vars filled 
with steel rails, and back of these are cara of 
ties. Along each side of the train are tram- 
ways with rollers, into which are placed the 
steel and ties. These are 2 down in 
front as they are need ed. re is a gang of 
men on the one side to take a way the ties and 
lay them on the surface of the 
road way in preparation for the 
steel to come, and on other 
another gung of twelve men to carry the 
steel and put itdown. The foreman of the 
steel gung is called the heeler,” and he is 
al ways an Irishman and he is always funny. 
As the loug rail comes rolling the men eatch 
it, the beeler being last, and they go in a 
trot, keeping step with one another until they 
have reached the place where the rail be- 
longs. The heeler yells to them, each 
man lets go his hold, and the rail drops in the 
cross-ties with a ring. Sometimes uu also 
drops on a toe, That is the “ heeler’s” 
chance. He says sarcastic things to the 
man with sore toe and then swears 
at the balance of the gang because they don't 
come back quick enough for another rail. 
After the rail bas hit the cross-ties it is shoved 
back between the protruding end of the fish 
plates, bolted on the end of the rail just back,

a little piece of wood is put in between the 
ends of the two rails, varymg in thickness ac- 
cording to the weather, to allow for expansion 
and contraction, the bolts are put through, 
and thirty feet more of a railroad has been 
laid. As soon as the rails arein place for 
a few rode there is a *fignal from 
the brakeman,. who sits overlookmg the 
scene, ana the train moves up to the end of the 
track. No time is lost and the men carry 
their weights no unnecessary distances. Only 
half as many cross-ties are put in when the 
track is first laid as will be required. Behind 
the train there comes another gung of men 
who pick up cross-ties that have been thrown 
from the cars to one side of the track, put 
them under the rails, and they are spiked 
down, the road evened up a bit, and it is then 
teady for the ballast and surfacing. The Bur- 
lington lays a mile anda half a day on its 
new iine and never makes a miss unless there 
is a rain-storm sufficiently severe to drive the 
workmen under cover. 
Life on a Boarding Train, 


Every eight miles along the road a switch 
is put in, and on this the boarding train is 
run. This boarding train consists of a num- 
ber of box cars, wh.ch are made to do tempo- 
rary duty as homes for the workmen. There 
are two cars fitted up with stoves, and in these 
meals are served to the men, Each morning 
at 6 o'clock the men come tumbling out of 
their bunks, get in to un hasty breakfast, and 
then get on the construction train to go to 
the end of the line. By 7 o'clock there 
is a stream of ties and rails rolling 
Gown the trams and the road building is under 
way. An hour off for dinner and then back 
to work again, and before the whistie blows 
for quittmg work they are a mile ana a half 
nearer to the end of iine. The supeérin- 
tendent of construction has one end of a bax 
car fitted up for an office and a telegraph 
wire run in. The Buriington is buiidimg a 
two-wire telegraph line as the road is built. 
There was no heavy grading along the way 
with the exception of one or two places where 
the distances are short.

The double odd“ system is on the same 
magn oe as that just descrived, except fifty- 
our cards are employed, thus making two 
plants instead of one, and thereby increasing 
the dealer’s control to double the capacity of 
the “single odd system, and enlarging the 
percen proportionately. The doubie 
odd is difficult to handle successfully and is 
generally dealt with what is known as a 
“sighted box. The door of a square faro 
box is a perfect rectangie. A sighted box is 
made so the left hand corner of the rim of the 
box is slightly cut away. The deck empioyea 
is trimmed away a little on thé corners. The 
“odd ”’ are natural. With 
a box the dealer

The first man 
who used this device in New York 
wasa chap named McLaughlin, who had 
been a shoemaker or something of that sort, 
and didn’t know much more about gambiing 
than a Poland-China hog would about mak.- 
ing grape jelly. But he got hoid of this de- 
vice and rented a room on Eighth avenue and 
with a bauk roll of $37 started in to try 
fortune, He hired a smooth man to lookout 
for him, declaring he would do the dealing 
himself. The lookout quickly perceived his 
new boss wus overiooking bets and showing 
general ignorance of the game of faro, but he 
dida’t know what McLaughlin bad in reserve. 

The lookout asked permission to go out to 
eat and hastened up-town, where he found 
two popular jockeys who were looking for a 
good thing. He told them it was dead 
easy’ down at McLanghiin’s and steered 
them up against the proposition. Mac took 
$3,200 away from the jockeys, and inside of 
a year he was buying up valuable real estate 
and draw interest {rom funds in the bank. 
Other New-Yorkers got on to the device, fixed 
‘themselves out, and “ bop-scotched around 
the country, making big winumgs e¢very- 
where, At the time of the Corbett-Mitchei!

“layout” took away everybody's money, and 
there were more profane remarks atound 
Hope regarding bad luck than had been heard 
mail Idaho before. One night when the 
game was progressing favorabiy for the * high 
ſauyout people and the patrons were betting 
heavily a card which was heavily cop- 

ered was seen to emerge suddeniy 
— that particular point where the end of 
the deal box touched the end of 
the layout and shoot towards the ceiling. 
There was a crunch of thedegs ofa chair olid- 
ing back on the floor and the dealer was on his 
feet ina minute witha long 46-caiiber gun 
in each hand.

Bot with all these precautions their impie- 
ments often fall in the handsof iugenious 
outsiders, who waste valuable time in trying 
to discover sume scheme by which to beat the 
game. There are different systems by which 
outsiders, gambiers themseives, to be sure, 
can get neariy a sure thing on any man deal- 
mg a game MU they can temporarily 
procure possession his curds 
toots. There are three ways in which 
this may de done. One of the ene and 
o:d-fashioned ways is to procure the deck to 
be used ana puacturea hole exactly in the 
center of the even cards or those bearing an 
even number of spots. One accompiice in 
this kind of a scheme sits in a position 
where the light is best directed on the cards 
in the box. Any time an odd or face’ card

It 
became necessary for them to help the game, 
and it is safe to say during the last 
six or eight months, with the exception of tha 
“ dinner-pail”’ games of faro, which take care 
of themselves, as already described, there 
have been few square deals made in the scores 
and scores of faro bores which were worked 
day aud night in this city.

Norwegians Object to Intelligence Sent 
Out from Stockholm. 

The Arne Garborg club.“ the Norwegian 
Singing Society, and the Bjorgirn Singing So- 
ciety, ‘he three principal Norwegian clubs in 
Chicago, with an aggregate membership of 
over 600, have adopted and indorsed the fol- 
lowing: 

When the Associated Press commenced to re 
ceive from their cerrespondent in Stockholm 
weekly reviews of the more important events 
in the Scandinavian countries every Scandi- 
navian-American felt gratified and highly 
interested. We Norwegians not the 
least, owing to the critical period 
our mother country now undoubtedly is facing. 
We had no doubt but that the reports would be 
fair and impartial, chronielmg the events in a 
disinterestéd, even if not always correct, spirit. 
The idea never entered our mind that reviews so 
unfairly colored, so directly insult ng to Norway 
asthe one appearing in the Sunday issue of 
Sept. 16 of the journals belong: ng to the Asso- 
ciated Press could emanate from an American 
correspondent. It certainly does not lie within the 
scope or interest of American journals to make 
propaganda for the one part and insult the other. 
It we are to believe the sentiments so oft ex- 
pressed in the columns of the same American 
journals nothing ought tobe more detestable 
to them than the raising of foreign issues be- 
tween the different nationa ities that have settied 
in the United States. We believe that the sym pa- 
thies of ail Swedes and those of ail Norwegians, 
as regards the political relations of their mother 
countries, are where they belong: at the same 
time we sincerely hope that none of these nation- 
alities desires to aliow these issues to embitter 
their relation in this country, where first of all 
we are Americans. 

Therefore we, American citizens of Norwegian 
descent, do protest against the said correspond- 
ence to the Associated Press, dated Stockhoim, 
Sept. 8. 1804, as being unfair and insulting to 
us, and, for the above reason, absolutely un- 
American. In this connection*we hope you will 
allow us space for a few facts respecting the 
political relation of the two countries: In the 
war of 1814 between Sweden and Norway none 
of them was so victorious as to be able to dictate 
terms, but Norway’s defense was so effective and 
the Swedish treasury so empty that the Swedish 
King had to give up his ambition of conquering 
the country and be satisfied with being crowned 
as King of Norway, swearing allegiance to her 
Constitution. 

The Constitution of Norway declares Norway 
to bea free and independent kingdom united 
with Sweden under one King. The “Act of 
Union“ assures both countries full independence 
according to their respective Constitutions. Each 
eountry has its own Con its own ministry, 
its own army and navy, only joint institution 
being the foreign representation. which has been 
and is practicaliy in the hands of Sweden. The 
im 211 of a joint foreign representation 
and consular service under the present condi- 
been obvious to the large majority 
of the No ian people..

THAT FREEZE TRADE LONDON BANQUET. 
The more closely the details of that free 
trade banquet.given to Mr. Wilson are scru- 
tinized the more extraordinary does it ap- 


pear that he should have been a guest at a 


dinner un-American in its every aspect. If 
he had been sent abroad as a Commissioner 
with paramount authority to conspire with 
the London Chamber of Commerce to break 
down American trade and industry he could 
not have accomplished his duty with more 
thoroughness and enthusiasm than he dis- 
played when his legs were under the free 
trade English mahogany. In his own speech, 
punctuated with the generous applause of the 
English free traders, Mr. Wilson said: 

Our protectionists have been building defenses 
to keep you and other nations from competing 
with us in our home market,, The tariff reform- 
ers are breaking down these defenses: 

Let us compete in all the markéts of the world. 
Not only is our prodaction of cotton and food 
products growing more rapidly than our con- 
sumption, but we have today a manufacturing 
plant which, urged to its full capacity, would in 


six months fully meet our demands for a year... 


The tariff hitherto has given many temptations 
to form trusts to limit the outrut. But fortu- 
nately the way now seems open to give the work- 
ing people more control over their wages, and to 
break up the monopolies which are corrupting 
our politics must be with ourselves. Without 
boasting I may say that it is not in our line to 
long be underlings. 

This is the real meaning of the aspiration of 
the great reform movement in America. It is in 
no selfish, exultant temper that I thus give you 
neighborly warning of our plans and expecta- 
After referring to the growth of American 
trade returns. even under protection, Mr. 
Wilson predicted— 

Now, when released from such vicious laws, 
there wil“ be a new era and a revival of the Amer- 
iean merchant marine as well as a steady in- 


crease in our exports, both of food products and 
mannfactured articles. The nations of the world 
are drawing more and more neighberly and the 
manufacturing supremacy of the world must 
eventually pass to that nation which, having the 
largest supply, snall apply it to the highest in- 
telligence and enterprise. 

We are constantly confirmed in the belief that 
our supply of materials is more exhaust less and 
more cheaply handied than that of any other 
people. and if we continue to be underlings it is 
our own fault. 2 

Is there not in this matter for serious re- 


flection on the part of the trades unionists 
who are preparing to throw away their votes 
on Populist candidates? In this speech they 
have ample warning of what they must be 
prepared to catch in the way of cutting under 
their wages as soon as the free traders and so- 
called tariff reformers are able to tear down 
the barriers which hitherto have kept out the 
free influx of European pauper-made goods. 
They are notified in advance that they will be 
reduced to the level of European workmen 
and their wages scaled down to the European 
standards, that they must take the wages 
which they had in the countries whence they 
cave and to escape from which was the ob.

AFTER VACATION. 

When Shakespeare drew his picture of the 
whining school-boy ‘creeping like snail un- 
willingly to school he probably had in mind 
the first days after the summer vacation! 
How hard itis for the youngsters, in 
bright autumn days, and the oldsters, to 
get their brains into working trim again! 
How fine it would be to postpone the begin- 
ning a littie longer, or at least to avail one- 
self of the privilege of genius and wait for 
inspiration.”’ 


Asa matter of fact, however, this notion 
that genius.waits upon moods is one of the 
greatest fallacies that ever took possession of 
the uverage mind, The lives of all men and 
women who have attained success in high 
caliings bear testimony against. it, and the 
sooner it is done away with as a working pol- 
icy the better. The person who can do noth- 
ing today or tomorrow, or the next day, be- 
causa he is waiting for the divine afflatus to 
breathe through his soul will probably 
remain unaroused to the end of the chapter. 
What he needs is to overcome some phase of 
obstructing inertia. He is temporarily lazy, 
or cross, or troubled, or does not want to con- 
centrate his powers. The beginnings of men- 
tal work are very much like the beginnings 
of physical exercise. Even a mighty pedes- 
trian may begin his walk languidly, for the 
blood is not yet circulating in nerve and mus- 
cle, waking them up. Fi(teen minutes later 
he is swingmg off his five miles an hour and 
enjoying it hugely, Just so itis with intel- 
lectual activity. Will power does not create 
inspiration. unt it makes a man refuse to 
yieid to a chance mood and sets him dogged- 
ly at his task—for the first half hour perhaps 
very abortively—till hie mental engines are 
warmed up and imegination, intellect, hu- 
mor. feel the g'ow and begin to move freely. 

Let the student who ie tempted to adopt 
those favorite maxims among the small auto- 
crats of the school-room, None but dunces 
have to work hard,” and “ Inspiration is the 
thing to wait for,” look at the men who have 
won honors in any pursuit and see what tre- 
mendous workers they have been. A distin- 
guished writer of the last generation, speak- 
ing from his own experience, said: * The 
restless, tormenting necessity of giving voice 
to his individual nature makes the author; 
but to fulfill this destiny is labor without 
end. The soul must sometimes sweat blood. 
Nothing great is achieved without the severest 
discipline of heart and mind; nothing is weil 
done that is done easily. 

There is scarcely one of life's affairs in 
which beginnings are not hard. Even ap- 
petite has sometimes to be coaxed at the 
breakfast-table; and the rule holds just as 
true of agreeabieness, love, sympathy, frolic. 
and sense as it does of food. Appetite for 
laughter or kindliness or generosity comes 
many a time with beginnmg these in an 
abortive way, simply because one will not be 
so lazy or selfish as to mar the pleasures of 
others. The nerves of taste and appreciation, 
once stimu ‘ated, the late lumpish or discon- 
eolate man finds himself roiling an anecdote 
or expreasion of good-nature like a delicious 
morsel under his tongue. 

This inertia of vacation is one of the hard- 
est things to be met and overcome during the 
whole year simply because persons do not 
recognize what is the mutter. They have 
been drifting through their holiday hours and 
they do not know how to get down to the 
work-u-day world. The mistake of taking the 
present mood for something rather fine in its 
way and not to be routed except at the call 
of inspiration should not be made. It will 
require a little preliminary wrestle, but when 
people have made it they will discover that 
uch wits and strength as they may possess 
will be at their service again and that in- 
doleuce, moodiness, and slavery to the whim 
ofthe moment will be driven from their 
favorite sheltermg place under the robes of 
inspiration. 

COLLEGE HAZING “ MUST GO.” 

There is to be no more hazing at Princeton 
College. The entire undergradaate body has 
eo decided in mass-meeting. In future the 
new student, technically the “ freshman,” 
will be allowed to enter in peace on the 
routine of his college studies. The vast range 
of physical ana oratorical exercises which stu- 
dent ingenuity bas invented for the purpose 
ok“ making fun” out of the comparative 
juveniles will be relegated where they belong, 
into the intellectual lumber closet, as relics 
of the dark ages. 

The “ hazing” evil is working its own cure. 
It had been carried so far in the last few 
years at each of several American colleges 
and universities as no longer to De mere inno- 
cent sport. It had degenerated into the bru- 
tal and the dangerous. The health of many 
a student has been permanently impaired by 
these practices, and death more than once 
has resulted from them. It was found neces- 
sary to suspend a great many students for the 
mischief they had done, and there 
can be no doubt that some deserved 
a much graver punishment than expulsion. 
Constitutional weakness was not respected 
and “hazing” was carried so far that it be- 
came a terror which prevented not a few from 
entering the halls of learning the occupante 
of which were most noted in this unenviable 
prominence. Dean Murray of Princeton 
admits that the relative smallness of the fresh- 
man class in that institution this fail is in 
partdue to the hazing outrages of recent 
years.

UNITED STATES NAVAL OBSERVATORY. 

The long standing difficulty that surrounded 
the operation of the Naval Observatory at 
Washington has been settled, though in such 
a way that both parties to the controversy may 
claim a victory. It was contended that naval 
officers were not competent to direct astro- 
nc mical work, by reason of the fact that their 
education had been principally along other 
lines of effort. In consequence of this, or of 
the fact that the working astronomers were 
restive and did not care to regulate their ac- 
tions by such guidance, or from both as 
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papers in the case, with 

eut the Gordian knot by appointing Prof. 
Harkness to be Director of the Ob- 
with full charge of all the work to 
be done there, both in observing and com- 
puting, untrammeled by any detailed regula- 
tions or any board of counselors except such 
as he himself may choose, Harkness is 4 
naval officer, but he is also a practical astron- 
omer of thirty years’ experience, during which 
he hus done much valuable work, and part of 
the time directed the observations taken (with 
transit instruments) in the plane of the me- 
ridian, His personal work on total solar 
eclipses, beginning with the one of Aug, 7. 
1869, his treatment of the photograph piates 
made during the trausit of Venus, from which 
was deduced a corrected value of the solar 
parallax, and his recent masterly work dis- 
cussing the different values of numerous 
astronomical constants, with a determination 
of the most probable value for each, are 
prominent of hie labors. Among the con- 
stants thus treated may be named those 
of precession, nutation, aberration, velocity 
of light, force of earth attraction, measures 
of the earth’s dimensions, distances of the 
sun and moon, mass of the sun, and periods 
of revolutior of the earth and moon, About 
all of these, except the last, were subjected by 
him to an exhaustive examination, with a 
positive result and statement of probabie 
error, the elements of the lunar motion being 

those independently deduced by Newcomb. 
Secretary Herbert states that after an ex- 
amination of all the charges made against 
the work at the observatory he finds the on 
one having any foundation is that observe re 
have been left largely ta follow their own in- 
dividua! inclinations and their own ideas of 
what the interests of selence demanded, with- 
out any proper correlation of the work.“

It makes the point that “a larger 
percentage of Jens are engaged in mercan- 
tile pursuits, and of these a larger proportion 
take the precaution to insure their stores 
than other pe ples, and claims that this “ is 
sufficient in itself to account for the apparent 
excess in the number of fires among Jewish 
merchants.” It believes statistics would show 
relatively more Jews ia every community 
leave to théir heirs life insurance policies 
than do non-Jews, but nobody thinks of 
accusing those Jews of committing sul 
cide for tae purpose of feloniously ob. 
tainmg the life insurance money. 
There is no evidence that Jews are 
disproportionately large sufferers from fire 
among the wholesale merchants, manufact- 
urers, etc,, bat it admits that there is a class 
which to some extent may be held responsible 
for the growth and prevalence of such acct- 
sations as are made by Mr. Hine. “ There are 
thousands of small traders in every com- 
munity whose business is only a cloak for 
theft in one shape or another. These scoun- 
dreis ewindle their customers, swindle the 
merchants from whom they buy their stocks, 
and it is only by ewindiing that they make a 
dishonest and precarious livelihood. It is 
among this class that the incendiaries are 
found mainly, and as it is unfortunately true 
that the Jews do proportionately preponderate 
in it, it is easy to be understood how they as 
a whole are made to suffer. The Jews in this 
class are no more addicted to committing 
arson than are the non-Jews, but as the per- 
centage of Jews [in it] is inordinately large 
it looks to those who are surface investigators 
just as portrayed by Mr. Hine.”

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midnight sun. Prof, Chamberlin, to whom 
was accorded the privilege of becoming: a 
member of the Peary auxiliary expedition, 
was one of a party of seven which cruised 
over 1,000 miles off the east coast of Green- 
land. Prof, Chamberiin’s purpose in under 
taking the trip was to stvdy the giacial fields 
of Greenland, hitherto an uninvestigated ter- 
ritory to the science of geology. The princi- 
pai basis of operation was the vicinity of Bo- 
doin Buy, a smal insinuation of Inglefield Gulf, 
at about 77° 40. Prof. Chamberlin, person- 
aily, took about 350 photographic views of 
giacial formations, many of which will be 
used in a more formal and detailed account. 
Prof. Chamberiin’s investigation constitutes 
a distinct contribuuon to the science of geol- 
ogy, being the first scientific examination into 
giacial formations ever made, Frof. Cham- 
berlin spoke as follows in reference to his 
work: The study of Greenland glaciers has 


a specific bearing upon ore of the most wide- 


spread and important of our geolog:ca! forma- 
tions. The larger portion of sixteen of the 
Northern States and smalier portions of eight 
or ten others are covered by a mantie of o ay, 
sand, and gravel, filied with bowiders trans- 
ported from the north. This mantie forms 
the subsoil of about one-third of the cultivated 
portion of the United States, and a very large 
part of its fertility is dependent upon this, 
The spreading of this mantle over these States 
very much subdued the topography, and 
tnereby rendereu the construction of railway 
lines and other means of transportation easy 
and economical where they would otherwise 
have been difficult and expensive and in some 
cuses impracticabie. Many lines owe their 
existence to the smvothing down of the surface 
brought about by this formation. The explana- 
tion ot this deposit, which is known as the 
drift, bas been one of the most difficult prob- 
lems of geology, and probably more has been 
written upon it than upon any other single 
topic in the whole range of the science. It was 
formerly attributed to great floods sweeping 
down from the north. ter it was quite gen- 
erally referred to icebergs fluating over the 
region durmg a stage of submergence. It is 
now generally attributed to giaciers that are 
believed to have covered nearly one-half of 
North America, reuching southward as far as 
New York, Cincinnati, St. Louis, and Kansas 
City. It is only in Greenland and the Antarc- 
tic regions that giaciers of such vast dimen- 
sions and of like modes of action are now 
found, and of these Greenland offers the only 
accessibie tield of investigation. Henwe tne 
importance of studying its g.aciers as a means 
of elucidation of one of our most im portant 
and interesting geoiogica! formations. 

* Do you bad evidences of like action in 
both countries?”’ 

How Glaciers Move. 

„Les, precisely similar evidences. For in- 
stance, glaciers in mov.ag over the surface 
rub away the evi: and subsoil/and break up 
and carry along with them more or less of tne 
rock beiow, and in doing this) they s ore and 
groove and polish the underlying rock surface 
in a way altogether peculiar to memsel ves. 
They thus engrave their own record, their 
autobiography, so to speak, and we huve oniy 
to decipher ner language to reid their his- 
tery. The material that is carried along by 
them is a.s0 rubbed, oruised, and scratened, 
and more or less ground to powder, and when 
the action ceases this materia: is spread out 
upon the surface or beaped up in ridges alone. 
Ali these characceristics are abunuantly dis- 
piayed in both countries, and it is qu.te clear 
that the work that is now being done by the 

iaciers of Greeniand is of the same nature as 

tormerly done upona large part of our 
own country.“ 

Does tais — great changes in our cli- 
mate? Did the climate of Greenland former. 
ly prevail over our Normeru States?“ 

This seems tne most direct and natural 
inference from the facts, and for myself | am 
inclined to think it may be the true one. 
Giac.ation is, however, a very strange phe- 
nomenon, and we do not yet know all its 
mysteries nor the fuil range of conditions that 
render it possible. There are not wanting 
those who think that glaciers might fomr in our 
region under conditions much less vigorous 
than those of Green and. They appeal espe- 
cially to conditions that would increase win- 
ter prec. pitation and summer c.oudiness, and 
to a d.fferent distribution of heat during 
year, due to astrunomical causes. These con- 
ditions would of course amount to great cii- 
matic changes. but not altugeiner in the di- 
rection of the climate of Greenland. There 
are tuose who refer the laciation of our coun- 
try to elevation of the land, in which case the 
climatic changes wou.d be of a still different 
type.’ 

% Have the glaciers of the northern part of 
Greenland been previousiy studied and re- 
ported upon? : 

“T think not by any special student of 
glaciation. Some of their more generul feat- 
ures have been described by expiorers and by 
Prof. Heilperm, who is, I think, the only geoi- 
ugist who has previously visited the region. 
Lieut. Peary has a large mass of information 
respecting their distribution, form, dimen- 
siuns, etc., which will undoubtedly appear in 
bis report upon the region.“

„The immediate district’ of Inglefield Gulf 
presents at least four great series of 
rocks, At the base lies a complex 
mass of crystalline rock of the granitic or 

‘more strictly. gneissic class, probabiy o 
Archean a On the peninsula east of Bow. 
doin Bay there are Quartzites that closely re- 
sem bie those of our Huron.an period. ver- 
lying the crystalline rocks uncomſormably 
there is a series of red sandstones, probabiy 
1,000 to 1,500 feet thick. On this lie light 
gray sandstones, probabiy 1,500 to 2,000 ſeet 
thick. Over this again lies a series of thin 
browni-h sandstones and shales that perhaps 
reach 2,000 to 2,500 teet in thickness. All 
these are traversed by dikes of igneous rocks, 
cutting them in various directions. No fossils 
huve yet been found in any of these rock,, 
and hence their »ges are not known. Judging 
from the bow.ders which the inland sea brings 
out to its border, the interior of Greenland 
apposite this region must be occupied by 
crystalline rocks, probably of Archean age. 
The specimens brought back from Cape Fara- 
day and Ciarerce Head by the party vis- 
ited Eliesmere Land ghow that sandstone and 
shales, as well as granite and igneous rocka, 
occur there also. 


THEY HAD MONEY TO SAVE 


Some Pullman Workmen Whe Own 
Houses and Lot. 

There are men who do not think as others 
appear to that it is giving up one’s freedom 
or chances of ever becoming well off in 
worldly possessions to live in the model 
town of Pullman and at the same time be an 
employé of the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany.” 

It was an old and happy resident of the 
town who uttered these words, and she fol- 
lowed them up with a further statement that 
she had professionally visited almost every 
family and knew a great many of them had 
money in the bank. The resident’s name is 
Mrs. Rapp. 

Mrs, Rapp says, and she ought to know, 
having lived there ever since the shops first 
started, and looked after the charities of the 
place wore probabiy than any one else, that 
a large proportion of the resident workmen 
are much wealthier now than when they 
came to the place. It may truthfully be said 
that Mayor Hopkins is ont of them. It was 
a pleasant evening in July, 
when the soldiers were down there, that 
he perched on veranda. railing 
at Hotei Florence and related to four or five 
interested listeners his experience as one of 
Mr. Pullman’s favorites. But his case hardly 
comes into account here, for he guickiy ad - 
vanced from the rank ot day laborer to time- 
keeper, and fina.ly paymaster, both of which 
positions, bemg respunsibie ones, have fairly 
good saiaries attached to them. 

So the first particularly nutable story to be 
related, because it is household talk down in 
that section, has referonce to Nick 
Franze, a jolly German-American who 
now owns and operates a big pay- 
salvon just opposite ullman 
in land. Nick was a hard-working black- 
smith by trade. He worked for the car com- 
pany nine years, and in that time unded 
out enough in wages to keep his family, build 
himself a $4,000 home on the ridge, and pur- 
chase the aforesaid saloon. Aud it is stated 
that previous to the st: ike be used to cash ail 
the way from 52.500 to $3,000 wortn of 
checks for workmen every pay day. Dr. Mo- 
Lane, who was his family physician, says 
when Franze got his effects moved into Pull- 
man and settied down ready to go to work he 
did not have the price of a square meal left. 
His house was plainly but neatly furnished. 
He dressed his wife and chiidren in good 
style and they always had pleaty to eat. It 
| was not because he made more wages than 
other blacksmiths, but because up to that 
time existence had been somewhat of a strug- 
gie with him and he therefore saved a part of 
his earnings—laid something aside for a ruiny 
day. During the summer Mr. Franze went 
abroad on a visit to his native land. Labor 
troubles did not worry him, 

Among those who were driven into en- 
forced idieness by rea-on of the strike was 
Michael Moran, an honest, industrious, con- 
tented workman. But Michael did not, like 
a great many of his associates, have to fret 
over the question of where he was going to 
get somethi to live on nor did he find it 
necessary to draw supplies from the relief 
store. He had been frugal and laid aside a 
nice little nest egg.

A brother-in-law of one of our citizens has 
worked for the Pullman company at Puliman for 
eight years at piece work and earned from $3.50 
to #6 a day. e struck with the rest, came back

Shortly 
after the waikout occurred his reiative came 
on to Chicago and got him to go West with 
his money. 

Then there is Thomas Farley, now an office- 
holder under Mayor Hopkins, He worked 
twelve years for the ul man company 
and is worth all of $6,000. He has a 
nice home over in Gano and owns several gots 
of ground besides, which were purchased

WHAT THE COREAN OAPITAL IS LIKE 


At Sundown Every Good Citizen Retires 
& te His House. 

Fortnightly Review: Seoul, the capital of 
the Corean Kingdom, is the only city where 
wide streets are found, and the main street, 
leading to the royal palace, is indeed im- 
mensely wide, so much so that two rows of 
etnaller thatehed houses and shops are built 
in the middie of the street itseif, thus form- 
ing, as it were, three parallel streets of 
one street; but these houses are re 
moved and pulled down twice or three 
times a year when his Majesty the 
King. chooses to come out of his 
palace and goes in his state chair either to 
visit the tombs of his ancestots, some miles 
out of town, orto meet the envoys of the 
Chinese Emperor, a short way out of the west 
gate of the capital, and a p.ace where a pecul- 
iar sort of triumphal arch, half built in 
masonry and half in lacquered wood, has 
been erected, close by an artificial cut in the 
rocky hill, which, in honor of the Chinese 
2 goes by the name of tho Peking 

ass. 

Ali the cities in Corea are walled, and the 
gates are opened at sunrise and closed with 
the setting sun. I well remember at Seoul 
how many times Ihave had to run sv as not 
to be locked out of the town, and vivid before 
me is yet the picture of hundreds of men, 
women, and children, on foot or on tiny 
poniés, or leading laden buils, scrambling to 
get in or out while the big bell in the cen- 
ter of the town announced with its mournful 
sound that with the last rays of light the 
heavy wooden gates lined with itoa would be 
again closed till the morning. 

How well I — the hoarse — he 
the gatekeepers shoumng out, night after 
night, that time was up, and 8 the 
weary tra veiers to enter the precincts of the 
royal city; then the huge iron padiocks and 
bolta were fastened, the gatekeepers retired 
to the adjoining house to continue the inter- 
rupted gambling which occupied their day, 
and a few rusty ald spears standing in a row 
on a rac were left to take care of the safet 
of the town and of its inhabitants. Wit 
the gun every noise ‘ceased, every good citi- 
gen retired to his house, and only an occa- 
sional leopard now ahd then orawied over the 
city wail and made peregrinations m the 
darkness over the capital. .

Boston Post: Speaking of the bullet-catch- 
ing trick in particular, Prof. F. D. Hewes, 
whoisalso a dealer in the art mystic, said 
yesterday :

In the first. place, to a- 
com plisb it the conjurer must procure an old- 
style cap-lock, smooth-bore musket, some 
powder, caps, and a leaden bullet. All these 
must be perfectly free from any deception.

RUINS OF PREHISTORIO KOPTOS 


Interesting Archsological Discoveries Be- 
neath an Uld Egyptian City. 

New York Sun: There is now on exhibition 
in London an interesting collection of an- 
tiquities found in recent excavations made on 
the site of Koptos in Egypt. 

The ancient site of Koptos formed the Nile 
termination of the oldest trading route of the 
world, the road way ‘passing through the valley 
of Hammamat to the shores of the Red Sea. Ac- 
cord to tradition, Koptos was one of the first 
settlements founded by the dynastic Egyptian 
immigrants when they arrived from their

GONOOURT RECORDS TRIVIALITIES 
IN HIS JOURNAL. 


* * 


Nothing in Which He Is Interested Is Too 
Frivolous and Airy for Aim to Discuss 
Fern of the Anarchist” Is the Title 
efa Timely Little Volume Written by 
a Frenchman but Published in England 
Jeannette Gilder Reviews Both Books 
from Advance Sheets. 

We have now arrived at the seventh volume 
of the Journal des Goncourts, which will 
be published in this country by Dodd, Mead 
& Co. by special arrangement with Mr. Heine- 
mann of London. When the first volume of 
this famous series dawned upon the world it 
was a revelation. Marie Bashkertseff was 
then unborn and human documents were 
a new sensation in literature. People read 
these pages of personal revelations and were 
interested as much by their novelty perhaps 
as by their intimate nature. As other vol- 
umes appeared they were read with avidity, 
morte for the sake of tradition, Ifancy, than 
because of the continued interest in them. This 
seventh and latest volume, however, seems to 
be more readable than some of its prede- 
cessors. It is personal to adegree, There 
was nothing that happened too insignificant 
to be recorded in its pages. That Edmund de 
Goncourt dined with a publisher or supped 
with an author, that he has eschewed my 
Lady Nicotine and takes a nip of brandy 
with his déjeuner à la fourchette are thought 
matters of quite sufficient importance to 


record, Goncourt is as frank in writing of 


his friends as in writing of himself, With the 
household of Alphonse Daudet he is very in- 
timate and he takes the public into the same 
intimate relations, but, then, M. Daudet 
speaks plainly enough when sccasion permits. 
Has he not told us of his early poverty,of his life 
“en gargon”’ in Paris, of his struggies along 
the rugged path of literature? Of course he has, 


and alter these confidences what M. de Gon- 


court says of his early poverty does not seem 


unpardonable:

The poor fellow has not the proud 
independence of a frank despiser, of one who 
doesn't care twopence. One feels he has a too 
reverential respect for the feelings, the preju- 
dices, and the reiigions of the men and the little 
women of the worid in which he lives. 

Goncoart’s Theatrical Bee, 

At the period covered by this volume, 1885 
—1888, Goncourt had the theatrical bee in 
his bonnet. He writes at length of his plays 
and expresses himself with great bitterness 
at the failure of Germine Laeerteux,”’ 
which if those who saw it are to be believed 
should never have been born: 

A splendid notice in the Figaro. The rest of 
the papers are rather cavilling, saying that my 
piece is an ordinary work, in which, however, 
there is a blending of a certain delicacy with a 
style of writing similar to that of the modern 
plays of anybody else. . . In reading the 
papers I am struck with the senility of the ideas 
and the doctrines propounded by the dramatic 


Critics. By these gentiemen is maintained in the 


most orthodox manner the religion of the vieux 
jeu. Among literary critics there has been a 
transfusion of fresh blood, and the most baék- 
ward, the most wedded toa rigid classicism, are 
less hide-bound, more open to new things in 
literature: whilst the dramatic critics, erpecial- 
ly those of small popular papers and small il- 
lustrated journals, have remained true critics of 
the time of the restoration. O, what a fine open- 

there is for a young writer, witty, smart, and 
talented, who would write a weekly article on- 
titled, “ A Criticism of the Critics,’’ showing up 
the amazing stupidities of these gentlemen. 

By Way of Closing. 

In closing his book M. de Goncount gives 
place to a bit of repining: 

Here I am' at the end of my intellectual exist- 
I still have the power of comprehension, 
and even the imagination to construct, but no 
more stréngth to execute. At the same time 
there is a break of activity, a disinclination of 
the body t move from home when there is not at 
the piace I ought to go to the attraction of find- 
ing people 1 altogether like. Thus it is this 
evening that Iam staying at home, musing and 
delighting my eyes in the light of the full moon, 
with the ligntness of the iron screen which has 
just been fixed at the bottom of my garden. 
And looking at it I thought with sadness of the 
stupid bourgeois or of the demoralizing courte- 
zan who will soon have this little abode of poets 
and artists. 

There are many less entertaining books than 
this written and printed and read, too. 
doubt if any one but a Frenchman could 
have written. it. The Angio-Saxon mind is 
not given to this sort of gossip. To be sure 
there are plenty of Anglo-Saxons who write 
— personalities and personalities that 

o not glitter, but not even old Pepys himself 
lays bare his soul as we find the souls of the 
Goncourts laid bare in their journals.

GOLD PRODUOTION OF THE WORLD. 


Soetbeer’s Researches Show the Value of 
the Precious Metal Mined. 

Berwin; Sept. 20.—According to Soetbeer’s 
researches, which have been published lately, 
in the 108 years from 1493-1600 754,800 
kilograms of gold had been mined, Dur- 
ing the following 100 years from 1601-1700 
912,300 _ kilograms, from 1701-1800 
1.900, 100 kilograms, and from 1801-1850, 
when the gold mines of California and Aus- 
tralia were discovered, 1,184,870 kilo. 
grams of gold were added to the treasure 
of the world. This makes the gold produc. 
tion of the world from 1493-1850 
4,752,070 kilograms, a. pearl aver- 
age of 13,273 kilograms. ‘he kilo. 
gram at 2790 marks the value of this 
production amounts to 13,258,000,000 
marks. Soetbeer, Lexis, and the compiler of 
the tables in the Austrian Finance Ministry 
as well as the director of the mint in Wash- 
ington are continuing the summaries to the 
present day without, however, exactly con- 
forming in their numbers. From their tables 
it can be seen that from 1850-1892 the gold 
production amounted to 7,666,980 ilo- 
grams or a yearly average of 182,309 kilo- 
grams. In 1893 227,450 kilograms of 
gold were produced. The grand total for the 
400 years is therefore 12,636,500 Kilo- 
grams at a value of 35,256,000,000 
marks, The tables of the yearly averages are 
interesting in so far as they give an approxi- 
mate idea. based on experience, oi the 
amount of gellow metal which may de 
counted on to be produced in the future. 
The followmg numbers give a summary of 
yearly averages:

According to this summary the gold pro- 
duction of the world is subject to frequent 
fluctuations, but has shown no decrease after 
the comparative exhaustion of the Californian 
and Australian gold fields. It has, to the con- 
trary, been increased. Consequently there 
can be no serious apprehension as to the sup- 
ply of gold. There is, however, no guaranty 
of the continuance of the yield, On the other 
hand, the mineral wealth of immense 
parts of the globe has not been er- 
plained as yet, and mining . authorities 
lately assure the probability of an 
increase of the gold production of the world. 
However that may be, itis sure that the 
amount of gold needed for mint purposes (in 
bars or coin) will hardly surpass much over 
half of the production of the last 400 years, 
The Director of the United States Mint esti- 
mates the store of gold in bars and coins for 
1892 at $3,901,000,000, equal to about 
16,500,000,000 marks against the value of 
production during the last 400 years of 
35,250,000,000 marks. J 

Through tne circulation of Goins, the wear. 
ing of jewelry, and other meens—especiaily 
gilding and goldleaf manufavture—a regular 
and irretrievabie loss of go.d ensues and the 
total of loss through wear, etc., may be quite 
large. It has been found that Euglish sover- 
eigns lose yearly three-tenths, halt sovereigns 
eight-tenths of the 1,000th part of their 
value. Twenty franc pieces in Switzerland 
and France lose yearly one-fifth of 1,000th 
part, and German double crowns one-seventh 
of 1,000th part of their vaiue. The entire 
yeariy loss of gold through wear of coins is at 
present hardiy more than 900 or 1,000 
kilograms, hether the other losses can 
be repaired through rediscovery of formerly 
lost coins and objects of gold is as yet an 
open questiofi. 
The costiiest metals at present are gallium 
and germanium. The first was discovered in 
1875 by Lecog de Boibaudran in a zinc layer, 
It is bluish white, takes a silver color when 
melted, and is very difficult to refine. Ger- 
manium was discovered in 1886 by C. Wink- 
ler in a mineral of the Himmeisfuerst mine 
near Freiberg. It is grayish white. Both 
metals could, until now, only be produced in 
very small quantities. Thus gallium would 
at present be worth over $60,000 per pound 
while germanium could cowmand a price of 
about $20,000 per pound. Beryllium was 
also fora long time avery expensive metal 
costing $3,000 per pound. At present it can 
be had for $75 per pound. Palladium costs 
$600 and juridium $260 per pound. Accord- 
ing to Fisher-Wagner, asmium in 1874 cost 
$450 and in 1884 8350 per pound. Pure 
gold was at the time about the same price,

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BEAUTIFUL STREETS OF BERLIN. 


They Are Asphalted and Kept Clean and 
There Are No Slums. 

Berlin Letter in the Philadelphia Tele. 
graph: A foreigner coming to Berlin will be 
impressed almost at once by the excellent 
streets, and further by the exceptional man- 
ner in which they are taken care of. Almost 
everywhere they are asphalted, even where 
they are narrowest, and not only in the mid- 
dle of the city, but far out into the suburbs. 
This work has been done in the most substan- 
tial manner. This department of tity affairs 
is intrusted to skillful officers, who per- 
form their duty accord to the latest 
scientific principles. In the center of the 
city a large tract of street is now being 
torn up for new horse car tracks, and it is 
an instructive sight to see the fine scale upon 
which the work is done; The foundation is at 
least a footin depth of the hardest possible 
mixture of small stones and cement. Upon 
this, by means of monstrous rollers and other 
machinery, is placed the asphalt, which is not 
more than a half-inch in thickness, but which, 
on account of the strong subwork, wears like 
the everlasting rock. It seldom needs repair, 
it does not rua away in hot weather, and does 
not rut even under the heaviest kind of traffic, 

This ddds materially, of course, to the 
beauty of Berlin and facilitates the work of 
cleansing the streets, another department of 
municipal administration which is attended 
to in the most effective manner. Cleansers in 
uniform are constantly at work in all parts of 
the city, who, with broom and brush, heap u 
the refuse beside the curbs, to be hauied o 
to the city farms during the night. At inter- 
vals each day water-carts are driven over the 
streets, and boys follow after with squeegees, 
which they propel by long handles, washing 
every particie of filth away. 

The excellent condition of the streets of 
Berlin is one of the reasons why the city has 
none of those districts which have come to 
be called slums.“ While London and Paris, 
not to mention the Italian and Spanish cit- 
ies and some cases nearer home, suffer in 
a notable manner from the congestion of the 
poor at certain points, where they live crowd- 
ed together under the most unhealthful sur. 
roundings, this is not to any extent true 
of Berlin. There are districts in the east 
and north where the poor live — pert but 
in nothing like the misery squalor 
which one will find elsewhere. The streets, 
as already remarked, gre asphalted, and they 
are clean. They are nearly everywhere wide, 
There are none of those little dark alleys 
which exist fh other cities. The houses are 
well built and sound, One could pase through 
these districts time and in, and did he not 
see the children on the sidewalk and the wom- 
en with their heads out of the windows, it 
might scarcely occur to him that he was 
among the poor people. The froats of the 
houses are of very handsome masonry, har- 
monious in architecture, and in no important 
resvect different from the 
wealthier sections of the city.

It can see that the streets are wide 
enough; it can well pave those streets; it can 
always keep them clean; it can prescribe how

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THE PRESIDENTS AT PLAY. 


Outdoor Sports in Which They Mave 
Found Recreation, 

New York Sun: When President Cleveland 
goes to his summer home on Buzzard’s Bay | 
he takes a few short fishing trips, but beyond 
that he indulges in no sports, It is when he 
is living in Washmgtom that he goes on his 
more important shooting or fishing expedi- | 
tions. He usually does his gunning on the | 
shores of the Potomac River and Chesapeake | 
Bay. He likes duck shooting, His trips | 
some times last a week, and during part of | 
that time hé may be inaccessible by mail or 
telegraph. 

His hunting ground is substantially the same 
that Benjamin Harrison used, and constitutes | 
what may be termed the great Presidential | 
game preserve, It lies south of Washington, | 
and takes in the Potomac River and Chesa- 
peake Bay to the sea. The gameinciudes wiid 
ducks (uwong which are canvas backs), quail 
pheasants, and snipe, and occesionally wild 
turkeys. Ifa President is a true fisherman 
and will fish with only the rod and reel, he 
may go upon the outskirts of the Presidential 
preserve and find streams where trout are 
tolerably numerous, 

From the beginning of the 
Presidents have used these grounds for their 
exploits with rod and gun. Washington, 
living at Mount Vernon, knew every inch of 
the land for miles up and down the river. In 
his younger days was a thorough sports- 
man, but aiter he became President there is 
no record of his weit aap | or fishing.

His predecessor, Garfieid, could. .oot tolera- 
bly, but never fished, Gen. Garfield was a 
boy in his love of other sports, For some 
years the old National Baseball club boasted 
of him as one of its honorary members. He 
was a constant attendant at the games and 
knew the players personally, and he used to 
play himself sometimes when he was on the 
iarm at Mentor.

In 1861 a postage stamp was issued for the 
joint use of British Columbia and Vancouver's 

land. This represents 2½ pence, color, 
rose. On the second organization of the col- 
ony of British Columbia Vancouver's Island, 
in 1865, used stamps ofa distinct design. 
These stamps bear the watermark in ‘the pa- 
per, CC, and crown. They were issued un- 
perforated and afterward perforated. In 
1865 British Columbia issued a single value 
8 pence, blue, with the watermark CC and 
crown. In 1868 a full series was issued 
of identical types with the foregoing, the dif- 
ferent values made by surcharging the value 
in different colors on the stamp. 

A New Brunswick stamp is one of the 
unique philatelic treasures. In the year 1860 
the Hon. Charles Connell, a gentleman re- 
nowned alike for his integrity, genius, and 
benevolence, was the Postmaster-General of 
the Province of New Brunswick. Soon after 
entering on his official duties Mr. Connell dis- 
covered that the postage stamps of prov- 
ince were susceptible of improvement, and 
to that end employed the bank note com- 
pany to execute a set of stamps in lieu 
of the hitherto used. Mr. Con- 
nell furnished the designs, the idea 
of which was certainly original, which speak 
for the excellent taste of gentleman to 
the present day, for the stamps of New Bruns- 
wick are unsurpassed in point of elegance and 
neatness by any stamp in Christendom, Mr. 
Connell’s idea was the sensibie one of putting 
a different design on each stamp, and to that 
end a steam engine on the one-cent, a head of 
her Majesty of England on the 10-cent, a 
steamboat (indicating * apne postage) on 
the 12}¢-cent, a rait of the possible future 
monarch of Eng on the 17-cent, and his 
own portrait on the 5-cent. 

The stamps arrived and were issued to the 

blic, but Mr. Connell had,in the eyes of 
er Majesty's lieges of New Brunswick, com- 
mitted a fearful crimein engraving his own 
face on a similar piece of paper to that on 
which the Majesty of that broad domain on 
which the sun never sets was depicted. A 
mass-meeting, presided over by a political op- 
ponent of r. Connell, was instantly called 
to express its objections, and it was resolved 
to nest Mr. Connell to resign, which he 
did. The stamp was only used for one day 
and few, if any, ever paseed through the 
mails. 

The first local stump issued by the Prov- 
ince. of Newfoundiand was in 1857, when 
there was printed a square stamp of the 
value of one penny, of a brown color. 
There isa crown in the center of a net or 
framework of Canada thistles, with the 
figure 1 in each corner, New Found ” 
at the top, land at the right, “St. John's 
at the left, and One Penny at the bot- 
tom, The two pence issued soon after is 
somewhat similar in design, the whole 
„St. John's, Newfoundland,“ being in a 
circle above. The threepence, green, is a 
three-cornered stamp, with three thistles 
grouped in the center, St. John’s on the 
left, Newfoundland on the right, with the 
words, ** Postage, Three Pence,“ at the bot- 
tom. There were also issued during the year 
1857 a two pence, orange; five pence, brown, 
and four, six, six and a half, eight pence, and 
one shilling, orange. These stamps are very 
rare, the cheapest selling at 25 cents. In 
1863 appeared another rare series, printed in 
lake, of the values of two, four, six, six and 
one-half, eight pence, and pne shilling. This 
set was suspended during latter part of the 
year 1863, before the supply of the eight 
pence of the former issue was exhausted; 
Therefore, the eight pence lake was never is-

The stamps of Gibraltar remind oneiof the 
supremacy of Great Britain in that part of the 
world which borders upon the 1 
and one recalls the impregnable fortress that 
controls the western entrance to great in- 
land sea. The stamps of Cyprus and Malta 
still further emphasize that fact, with their 
effigies of Queen Victoria, and when we come 
to the Levant and find the same agreeable feat- 
ures of the Queen adorning the stamps there 
we are reminded again of the predominant in- 
fluence that Great Britain exercises in the po- 
a affairs of Eastern Europe, 
stamps show us that France is still the domi- 
nant power, we come very soon to India, 
where the control of Great Britain again as- 
serts itself. There are the same designs, the 
head of Queen Victoria being used almost 
exclusively. with ~~ only in the inscrip- 
tions, which read East India Postage, 
* India Postage, or **Government of In- 
dia,“ with values in strange terms like annas, 
rupees, pies, while on the stampe of 
several of the States also appear 
coat-of-arms of Great Britain. Many of the 
native States over which England exercises 
sovereignty are still permitted to issue 
stamps of their own design, and these possess 
a peculiar native character in their art work 
that indicates little of the presence of the 
hated foreign master, an innovation that 
doubtless is particularly agreeable to the sen- 
sitiveness and patriotic feelings of the people. 

Further east wurd Great Britain’s power is 
brought to view again in the stamps of North 
Borneo, which, however, are wholly individ- 
ual in character and reveal British influence 
only in their inscriptions. The same is also 
true of Hongkong, whose stamps show the 
same effigy of Queen Victoria that has by 
this time on this imaginary journey become 
so familiar to us. 1 inscriptions are in 
English and in Chinese characters, and, 
strangely enough, the values are expressed in 
Unitea States money, as, for instance, 5 
cents, 10 cents, 81. etc. 

Away to the southward is the great conti- 
nent of Australia, with its several Sta es and 
outlying islands, all of which have pretty 
stamps, that in general character conform for 
the most part to the established stamp of the 
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home country, although in many instances 
the designe are of a peculiarly interesting 
native character, as in the case cf New South 
Wales, which displays a map of Australia 
on some stamps, pictures of native public 
men on others; of Western Australia, all 
whose stamps have a swan for a principal de- 
sign; of Victoria, which; for the most part, 
uses the English coat of arms and other em- 
blematic designgf and of Tasmania, which has 
sometimes used the picture of a beaver. 

In South America the display of British in- 
fluence crops out in the stamps of Guiana, 
Hondurag, and other countries, and then we 
come to West Indies, which is a regular 
network of British postoffices, some of which, 
as for instance, Nevis, Bermuda, and Antigua, 
have furnished us with some of the most 
beautiful stanips, as well as some of the rarest 
and most valuable that grace the stamp col- 
lector’s albums. 

North- of us, from British Columbia and 
Vancouver’s Island to the mouth of the St. 
Lawrence, through Nova Scotia, New Bruns- 
wick, Prince Edward’s Island, and Newfound- 
lahd, the British stamp carries the features 
of Queen Victoria along with the blood-red 
flag of England and the cross of St. George. 

Far away again, from the East and the 
South, come the British stamps that stand 
for British supremacy in Africa, represent- 
ing the postal service of Bechuanaland, Cape 
of Good Hope, Natal, and other localities. 
And in Europea quaint, almost forgotten, 
stamp recalls the time when England 
possessed the-littie island of Heligolana, that 
a few years ago was turned over to Germany. 

Even such obscure places as Labuan, 
Asia, Lagos, Africa, and others, concerning 
which only the expert present can be 
expected to have much knowledge, have 
been found out by England and have the 
English postal service and stamps.

Boston’s public brary stands complete 
and has passed into the possession of the 
city’s reading public, It is a noble building 
by that monument of Richardson’s art, Trin- 
ity Church, near which the library stands. It 
has taken five years to build the structure 
and much money has been expended. The 
interior in many places is a delight for the 
eye. The vast reading-room with its wealth 
of painting and sculpture is said, from an

the widely differing skins that come to their 
lime-pits.

There isa courtyard surrounded by the 
building, where are placed the works of nat- 
ure and art. The building ie an art triumph 
and Boston is proud of it. . 

Chicago will soon open its new Public 
Library building. Its exterior is beautiful in 
the extreme. As one views the Chicago and 
Boston buildings from without the preponder- 
ance in points of beauty is not hard to de- 
termine. Chicagoans should be willing with- 
out fear of results to submit their library 
building to the comparative test. Even Bos 
tonians reluctantly admit there is but lit. 
tle to choose between the buildings in ex- 
terior architectural appearance. For prac. 
tical library pu there is no doubt in the 
minds of any who have looked into the in- 
terior arran ent of both structures that the 
Chicago edifice is 2 superior to that of 
Boston. The Chicago library in point of 
fact is as far superior in arrangement end 
utility to that of Boston as Chicago as d city 
is to u itself, 

Some years ago the late Dr. Poole criti- 
cised the construction of the Boston library 
rather sharply. Boston did not like the plain 
speaking of the doctor and resented it as 
sharply as it was spoken. Dr. Pooie’s ideas 
have not been followed closely in the con- 
struction of the Chicago building, but the 
faults that he peed out as existing in the 
plans for the ton library have been avoid- 
ed in this city. The committee that had 
charge of the Hub’s library building went 
to the architects and eaid. Build us a libra- 
ry. The Chicago people in charge of the 
construction of the library by the lake drew 
plaus for the interior and said to the archi- 
tects, * Put a beautiful and substantial wall 
about this interior.“ One building was erect- 
ed for beauty, with convenience of use as a 
secondary consideration, and in the buildi 
of the other the conditiong were reve 
The Chicago Library Board sent for plans of 
all the big iibraries of the world—American 
and foreign. Practical librarians were con- 
sulted, ahd the arrangement of Ch o’s 11 
brary is the development of the best library 
studies and ideas. Growth was taken into 
consideration, as was also the encroachment 
on the reading field that would result from 
the building of the Crerar and Newberry li- 
braries. 

Boston's Library Poorly Lighted, 


Boston's library is insufficiently lighted. 
This point was noticed the instant that the 
Boston plana were studied. In fact, one of 
the chief criticisms of Dr. Poole grew out of 
this fact. The Chicago library has light— 
floods of it—in every nook, crevice, and cor- 
ner. There are 33,000 square feet of glass 
in its 271 windows. 

Of the lack of light in Boston’s structure 
Mr. Poole said: As one stands in Copley 
square he wonders how the first story is to be 
lighted with such a meager display of win- 
dows, As I yesterday passed through that 
crypt I was amazed at the intention of 
trustees and architect to p'ace in such a loca- 
tion the cataloguing department of this li. 
brary, which requires the best and most abun- 
dant light which the building affords. I saw, 
as I remember it, one room about twenty- 
five feet high and thirty-five feet equare witb 
two small windows.“ 

are two cataloguing rooms in the 
Chicago Library, containing together 3,200 
square feet of space and having plenty of — 5 
light in all ts. It should be said right 
here that shell and interior partitions of 
the Boston Library had been constructed 
when Dr. Poole saw the building and that 
sul-sequent radicul changes were impossible. 

The reading-room of the Poston Public 
Library is filied with treasures of art. It is 
220 feet long, 47 feet wide, and 60 feet high. 
The belief is that there will be more signt 
eeers than students in the room—a condition 
that will work havoc. with the thought cun- 
centration necessary to study. 

After telling of the great dimensions of the 
room and what it was proposed to put it, 
Dr. Poole sad: Will it not be an archi- 
tectural show-room rather than a study-room 
for scholars? It seems to be especially de- 
signed for the delectation of visitorg who will 
wander about among the readers /admiring 
aad commenting on immense space over- 
head and the artistic skill displayed in the 
decorations. So far as the facilities of study 
are concerned, they wili be quite as favorable 
outside in Copley square as in the hall.” 

There is a reading hall in the new Chicago 
Public Library of great extent and Ligh 
enough to secure ae of air space. It is 
planned fora reading and study room, and 
not for an art gallery. Its dimensions are 
140 feet by 52 feet, with a height of 30 feet. 
There is light on all sides, and there is not a 

lar in the room to cast a shadow. It is an 
deal place for its purpose. 

The 8 room for the Boston Library 
is much smalier than that of the building in 
this city. Possibly the room is large enough 
for Boston's future use, for the circulation of 
books there has remained stationary for some 

ears and shows no sign of increase,. while in 

hicago there is a year'y gain of from 10 to 
25 per cent in the number of books sent out. 

There are four main book-roome in the Chi- 
cago. Library, with the volumes in stacks of 
three stories. second stack is on a level 
with the delivery room floor, There is a 
descent of seven feet to the first stack and an 
ascent of seven feet to the third, Climbing 
is thus reduced toa minimum, In Boston 
the books are in the rear of the building and 
in stacks en stories high. This prevents 
ready acc 20 the books and renders neces- 
sary mecuauical contrivances like package 
carriers to send the books about. It was 
found got practical to have windows in the 
rear of the ton book stacks, and, as a re- 
suit, electric lights are nececsary in the day- 
time, It is often necessary for students to ex- 
amine books on the shelves, and to do it witb- 
out netural light is trying. 


Lots of Room for Booka, 


There is immediate shelving capacity in the 
Chi Library for 600,000 books and in 
time there may be added another stock room 
with a capacity of 1,500,000 books, There 
is room for this addition on the west side of 
the building.

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VAUDEVILLE EDIFIGE TO BE ERECTED 
IN OHIOAGO. 


It Is te Be Fashioned After the London 
Empire and Palace Music Halls, and 
English Money Is te Ge Interested in 
Its Construction and Mansgement=Two 
Sites Have Been Considered, and One 
Will Soon Be Selected=Description of 
the New House and Its Furnishings. 

Six months ago Tun ‘[arsunz published ex- 
clusive information concerning the formation 
and incorporation at Springfield of the Chi- 
cago Theater company, organized for the 
purpose of establishing in Chicago a per- 
manent vaudeville theater, to be conducted 
on the lines of the Empire and Palace Music 

Halls in London. It was stated at the time 
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much of the capital for the venture would be 
furnished by the owners of the two London 
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THE PROPOSED CHICAG 


theaters, who would conduct the Chicago 
house on the lines of their two English musie 
halis. The project has been slowly matur- 
ing all the summer and last week the 
American managers sent to London drawings 
of tne proposed structure made by the Chi- 
cago firm of Holabird & Roche, together with 
estimates furnished by George A. Fuller & 
Co., who will have the contracts for its con- 
struction. The Title Guarantee and Trust 
company of Chicago will register the stock 
of the company in America and will act as 
trustee for the English stockholders in apply- 
ing the funds for purchasiny the site and pay- 
ing for the erection of the theater bu.lding. 
Its London correspondent, the City Safe De- 
posit and Agency company, will act 
in conjunction with it. Representatives 
of the company were in the city 
last week examining the work accomplished 
by the Chicago parties. 

The projectors will invest. $1,500,000 in 
the enterprise, part of which will be used to 
purchase a site outright forthe building. Op- 
tions on two locations in the down-town dis. 
trict have been secured and a selection will 
soon be made. Fdur of the five Chicago di- 
rectors have been secured, and in London 
Messrs. Tenant and Conlan, respectively the 
President and Secretary of the Empire Music 
Hali company, D’Oyley Carte, the London 
manager, probably Sir Arthur Sullivan 
will represent the English capital as directors. 
Sir Arthur Sullivan has also been secured to 
write the music for the first production at the 
Chicago theater. 

Albert W. Knox, who represents the Lon- 
don interests of the company in Chicago, has 
furnished Tun Tammo with the plans and a 
description of the new structure. It will 
embody the latest developments in: the con- 
struction of amusement places. The build. 
ing will be ten stories in height. The flrat 
two stories of the elevation will be original in 
design, embodying an idea in Spanish re. 
naissance not heretofore used in modern busi- 
ness structures or theaters. 

The ceiling in the rotunda will be finished 
in glass mosaic and lit up with electricity. 
The interior plan of the building, aside from 
that portion which will be used for offices, 
has not yet been designed, as it is purposed 
to reproduce the interior plan of the Empire 
Theater of London as iar as possible in ac. 
cordahce with the American ideas as to its 
adaptability. 

That portion of the building which is to be 
devoted to-offices will be in accordance with 
modern structures. Special interest will be 
taken in that part of the theater which will 
contain the 1 rooms and other neces- 
ns i tence very comfort will be pro- 
vid 

The exterior of the building will be finished 
in giazed terra-cotta of ornamental design 
and will bea light green in color. This ma- 
terial will be used, as it can be readiiy kept 
clean. The upper story will probably be 
used as a roof garden, after the idea of the 
New York Casino. The theater rotunda will 
be spacious. There aré to be two ticket of. 
fices, one on each side, and im event of any 
unusual demand a third ticket office will be 
placed in ition in the center of the entre. 
sol. This office will have its piace underneath 
the floor and will be covered with trap doors 
so arranged that it can be quickly placed in 
position or removed at will. 

The Chicago Theater company has an office 
in London under the charge of George D. Mof.- 
fat, who, though at present residing in Lon- 
don with his family, is a Chicugo man. 
Through his efforts the affairs of the company 
abroad have been brought to the present con- 
dition. The idea of reproducing an Engiiah 
theater in Americen and the selection of Chi- 
cago is original with him.

ence,”’ 

Upon the much-debated question whether 
acting is feeling or training Mr. Irving says: 

* The young mam<desirous of becommg an 
actor must avoid embracing the mischievous 
idea that acting is merely a matter of feeling; 


happens to feel at the time of its portrayal. I 
have said that‘acting is a science, and there- 
fore the actor should try to make it as exacta 
science as possible. He should study every fa- 
cial expression, every gesture, every inflection 
of voice, every movement that he intends to 
employ in the delineation of his role before 
he goes on the stage, and should know just 
how he is going to speak, look, walk, ane Be 
ticulate in every phrase, and not trust to feel- 
ing to irspire him to do these things after he 
goes upon the stage.“

They went on fishing and 
about .their ordinary vocations and paid no 
attention to the two ships, for with twenty 
ships regularly trading with the coast white 
men had long ceased to be a novelty to these 
sea-going canoe folks. The explorers spent 
their May day of 1792 among. as they de- 
clared, “iandscapes almost as enchantingly 
beautiful as the most elegantly finished.pieas- 
ure grounds in Europe.“ and further suid: 
The delightful serenity of the weather greatly 
aided the beautiful scenery that was now pre- 
sented; the surface of the sea was rfect 
the country before us exhibited ev- 
erything that bounteous nature could be expect- 
ed to draw into one point of view. As we bad no 
reason to imagine that this country had ever been 
indebted for any. of its decorations to the band of 
man, I could not possibly believe that any un- 
cultivated country had ever discove ex- 
hibiting so rich a picture, 
While the ships were being refitted and re- 
red in Port Discovery, Vancouver led a 
ittle exploring expedition around into the 
waters of the Canal de Cuamano, as Quimper 
had christened the great inlet (Puget Sound).

The dogs belon to this tribe of Indians were 
numerous, and much resembled those of Pom- 
erania, though in general somewhat larger. 
They were ali shorn as close to the skin as 
sheep are in England; and so compact were 
their fleeces that large portions could be lifted 
up by a corner without causing any separation.

The abundance of 
these garments amongst the few ple we met 
with indicates the animal from whence the raw 
material is procured to be very common in this 
ueighborhood; but as they have no one domesti- 
cated excepting the dog their supply of wool for 
their clothing can only be obtained by hunting 
the wild creature that produces it, of which we 
could not obtain the least information. 

While Mr. Puget and his party explored the 
southwestern branch, the watery radiate be- 
yond the Tacoma Narrows that. was named 
for him, Vancouver led the way up the main 
arm to its termination “in an extensive, 
circular,. compact bay (Puyallup or Com- 
mencement hose waters washed the 
base of Mount Rainier, though its elevated 
summit was yet at a very considerable dis- 
tance from the shore, with which it was con- 
nected by several ridges of hills rising to- 
wards it with gradual ascents much 
regularity.

ILLITERACY IN THE UNITED STATES 


It Is Confined Almost Wholly to the For- 
eign-Born Population. 

From the statistics of illiteracy in the Unit- 

ed States in 1890 it appears that, of the total 

| population 10 years of age and over in 1890, 


Ten years earlier a similar proportion was 17 
per cent, or about one-sixth, showing an im- 
mense reduction in the proportion of illiter- 
ates. This reduction has taken place 
in the ranks of the native-born whites 
and of the colored, while among the foreign- 
born the proportion has increased, Thus, the 
proportion of illiterates among the native 
whites Was in 1890 6,2 per cent, and in 1880 
8.7 per ent. Among the colored the corre- 
* proportions were 56.1 per cent and 

Oper cent. Among the foreign-born, on the 
other hand; the proportion of illiterates in 


1890 was 13.1 per cent, and in 1880 12 per

Doubtless there are some whos 
hearts fail them in the hour of extremity, but 
my experience, and it is confirmed by the evi- 


dence of legions of executioners and officials,. 


is that the death agony is past before the day 
of execution, and that all modes of . punish- 
involving the extreme penalty 
are practically painless. I have seen 
the: death infliction by the garrote, 
the guillotine, electricity, hanging, and 
shooting and in almost every instance the 
coolest and, apparently, the least concerned 
parties to the transactions were those upon 
whom the penalty was inflicted. Nothing is 
more true thun that the sense of death is 
most in apprehension. Youth and health 
shudder at the thought, yet kind nature 
makes of final dissolution as orderly and 
painless an operation as that of sleep. In 
disease the functions of the body diminish, 
the senses pall, and happy unconsciousness 
finally intervenes. When the end comes by 
catastrophe of execution by law nature is 
equally merciful and the culprit is led by the 
hand into the shadow of nerve paralysis. A 
sort of mental daze intervenes, although the 
ordinary bodily functions may be vigorous. 
Trooping up from the lengthening past the 
many executions I have witnessed, legal and 
those by mobs, I fail to recall oue in which 
the culprit dis ed deficiency of back bone, 

1 Twenty-six Deserters Hanged. 

„The first of all these was a most memor- 
able and horrible affair, occurring at Kinston, 
N. C., in 1863, in which twenty-six deserters 
were hanged at the same time, I was a lad 
of sixteen and a prisoner, having been cap- 
tured a few days previously by the 
Confederates and had known the con- 
demned as worthy Union sympathizers, 
They had been conscripted, or drafted, it 
seems, into the Southern army, and, being 
decidedly opposed to the war, seized the first 
opportunity to escape within the Federal lines, 
where they promptly enlisted. There was no 
doubt about their guilt, but they were an ig- 
norant, iliiterate body of men, who had no 
conception of the enormity of their offense, 
and it always has seemed to me the Confed- 
erates erred in demanding the sacrifice of 


their lives, The example certainly did not 


prove a deterrent to desertion, which con- 
tinued unbrokenly from many of the North 
Carolina regiments until the end of the war. 

** The Federal prisoners were marched out 
to witness the wholesale hanging, greatly to 
their indignation and reprobation. Every de- 
tail was earried out in an orderly manner and 
with military dispatch. The gallows, with its 
triple beam, was an ungainly but strong af- 
fair, atid the officer in charge acted as com- 
posedly as if he were on dress parade. My 
interest, however, centered chiefly about the 
condemned wretches, nearly every one of 
whom had felt the warm pressure of a wife’s 
arm about his neck where now the fatal rope 
was fixed, and had rejoiced in the love cries 
of his babies.

The garrote, it seems to me, is quicker 
than electricity or any other mode of capital 
punishment. It is a sort of chair with a neck 
rest or socket, similar to that used by a pho- 
tographer, and a sudden turù of a crank 
shuts off communication between brain and 
spinal cord forever. So instantaneous and 
painless is the operation that I have seen a 
smile remain upon a face thus caught at the 
catastrophe. 

‘Ordinarily a Havana crowd turns down 
its thumbs at the condemned, but the fright- 
ful treason of the son—the willing — 
and fratricide, had awakened s = mpathy, end 
they regarded the prisoners with compassion 
instead of hoots and jeers. They were giants 
and walked erect with proud and unfaltering 
steps, looking neither to the right nor left. 
Their lips moved because they followed the 
priest in his devotional exercises, but other- 
wise they were like automata. 

Observing them closely, I saw that not one 
of them glanced at the Judas of the family. 
He moved nervously, yet his arm did not once 
falter. His first official act was the putting to 
death his father and six brotbers. One after 
another he turned them off amid the wild 
_execration of the spectators. When he reached 
the last, the oldest of the brothers, the doomed 
man cried aloud. 

„May Christ curse you here and in hell“

and then fell senseless to the ground.

„The brutal shooting of the boy students in 
Havana many years ago was recorded and 
heralded by sensation-mongers. They did not 
beg for mercy or show perturbation but wen 
to their death as heroes go to bloody battle.
